The new senators are younger, and, based on the National Associated 
Businessmen Study, generally more liberal on fiscal matters and other areas 
than their predecessors, As a result the new Senate may be slightly more 
liberal than before. 

Two Senate committee chairmanships are open as the result of retirement 
and election defeats. Based on the assumption that the ranking member 
will take the chair, the new chairmen will be: 

Aeronautical and Space Sciences --Senator Warren G. Magnuson 
(Wash. ) is the ranking majority member but it is unlikely that 
he would give up his chairmanship of the Commerce Committee. 

Next in line is Senator Symington. 

Rules and Administration- -Senator Howard W. Cannon (Nev. ) 
is the senior Democrat and should assume the chair. 

Four committees have vacancies because the ranking Republican was 
defeated or retired:
